Tlie fol]owini>- new species of Acrididiv were recognized in study¬ 
ing 11 Jiirge amount of Neotropical material belonging to that family. 

Genus INUSIA Giglio-Tos. 

INUSIA ANTILLARUM, new species. 

Ty'pe. —Cat. No. IIOGI, U.S.N.if. I'emale; collected on St. Thomas 
Island, West Indies, in December, 188 : 2 , by A. Koebele. 

Size medium; form slender, elongate;-sui-face uniformly punctate. 
Head with its doi’sal suiTace three-fourths the length of the pronotum, 
occiput not ascending; intei’space between the eyes extremely narrow, 



slightly silicate: fastigium sublanceolate, the caudal width slightly 
less than the length, the apex blunt, the sides arcuate, dorsal surface 
rugulose, Avith an irregular low median (‘arina ; fastigium Avhen seen 
from the side rotundato-truncate, face strongly i*etreating. distinctly 
concave; frontal costa narroAA\ subecjual, shalloAAdy sulcate and ]>nnc- 
tate except at the apex: lateral facial cariine hardly diverging; eyes 
ovoid, distinctly flattened ventro-caudad, considei-al)ly longer than 
the infra-ocular sulcus, moderately prominent Avhen vicAAXHl from the 
dorsum. Pronotum AAith the greatest caudal AAudth of the dorsum 
slightly more than half the length; cephalic margin of the disk 
arcuate, caudal margin rotundato-truncate, median cai'ina A^ery 
loAA^ but distinct, transverse sulci three in number; metazona nearly 
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two-thirds the length of the prozoiia ; lateral lobes distinctly Ioniser 
than deep. ce])halic maro-in oblicpie. ventral inai‘gin arcuate caiuhnl, 
obliquely einariiinate ce])hahub caudal inar<>*in arcuate einai'^inate, 
Teginina surj)assing’ the ti]:)s of the caudal femora by about the length 
of the pronotum. very narrow, sube(]ual. apex subacute, inteicalary 
ai’ea filbnl with an irregular network of cells, a false intercalary vein 
being i)resent distad whei*e the cells ai’e (‘hiefly rectangulai* in shape. 

AVings long and narrow, the greatest width contained 
about two and thi'ee-quarter times in the length. 
Prosternal spine slender, somewhat compressed. Inter¬ 
space between the mesostei*nal lobes about twice as long 
as bi*oad, widened cephalad and caudad; metastei-nal 
lobes contiguous caudad. ('audal femora as long as the 
pronotum and twice tlie length of the head, sleifder, the 
greatest width contained about four and a half times in 
the length, pattern of the pagina distinct but not deeplv 
impressed: caudal tibi:e armed on the external margins 
with seven spines, the margins with distinct lamellate

PROCTOLABUS BULLATUS, new species. 


Type. — Fat. Xo. nib)i2, F.S.X.^L iVlale; collected in the Piches 
aiid P(‘reue valleys. 2.000 to o,000 feet, Peru. (Soc. (P*og. de Lima.) 

This speeaes is (juite distinct from the })i‘eviously known forms, the 
small size and ])eculiar yellow and bluish coloration being quite dis¬ 
tinctive. In the g(*ueral form of the fastigium it agives with the 
Costa Piean l\ pnlchr'ipauiU. i)ut the form of the genitalia is quite 
dilferent. 
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Size niediuiii; form moderately robir^t. Head with the dorsal sur¬ 
face about two-thirds the length of the prouotum: occiput well 
rounded, but hardly eleyated, distinctly descending to the inter¬ 
ocular space, which is very narrow, narrower than tlie apex of the 
fa.^tigium and sulcat(‘; fastigium truncate conic, the caudal width less 
than the length and the distal tiuincatioii very abiaipt and marked 
immediately caudad of the margin by a transyers(‘ grooye; median 
portion of the fastigium with a depression regularly widening ce ph- 
alad, a]:)ex of fastigium when seen from the lateral aspe(‘t sub-trun¬ 
cate: frontal costa somewhat expanded yentrad of the insertion of 
the antennay then strongly contracted yentrad of the ocellus, some¬ 
what punctuate dorsad of the ocellus, sulcate yentrad of the same, the 
whole costa absent on the yentral portion of the face; angle of the 
fa(*e distin(‘tly retreating; eyes suboyate, yery distinctly longer than 
the infra-oculai’ portion of the genay quite ])rominent when yiewc'd 
from the dorsum. Pronotuni with the caudal width of the disk con¬ 
tained about one and one-half times in the length of the same, cephalic

margin of the disk jn-oduced mesad with a distinct central omargina- 
tion, caudal margin yery broadly obtuse-ang\ilate; transyerse sulci 
four in numlnuy the ce})halic being marginal in position and weak 
mesad, the remaining thi’ee strongly impressc'd, the two caudal one^, 
present, as is tlie c(‘]ihalic, on th(\ lateral lobes; metazona slightly 
more than half the length of the pi’ozona, strongly jiunctate and 
with a distinct median carina; lateral lobes slightly longer than 
deep, the cephalic and caudal margins oblicpie, subparallel, yentral 
margin obtuse-angulate, the yentro-caudal angle slightly lii'oduced. 
T(‘gmina reaching to the apex of the abdomen, apex rotuudato-trun- 
cate; an intercalary vein present in the distal portion of the apex, 
the median and pi’oximal j)ortions with iia-egular cells. Prosternal 
sjiines yery blunt pyramidical: int<u‘sj)ace between the mesosterual 
lobes subqiiadrate, .sliglitly bi’oader caudad than cephalad ; metasternal 
lobes subcontiguous. Apex of the abdomen yery considerably iii- 
flated ; su])ra-anal plate regulai’ly nai'rowing, with tlu' a])ex broadly 
truncate, the proximal half plane and slightly depressed, the distal 
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half with two lonoitudinal parallel grooves extending to the apical 
margin: eerei slightly exceeding the snpra-anal plate, subequal in 
the proximal half, sharpl}" constricted mesad and 
slightly expanding to the subspatulate apex, the 
apical portion bent at an angle of about 45° to the 
proximal half, when viewed from the dorsum the 
apex is seen to have a very slight sigmoid curve; 
subgenital plate very large, slightly compressed, the 
ajiical margin rectangulate when viewed from the 
dorsum: a compressed preapical process projects 
dorsad a distance e(jual to the depth of the remainder 
of the subgenital })late. Cephalic and median limbs 
moderately robust: caudal limbs missing. 

General colors blue black, glaucous blue, and lemon 
yellow. Head blue black, paler dorsad with the 
inter-oculai* region, fastigium, center of face, and ven¬ 
tral portions of gena^ dull yellow, a median line on 
the occiput, edgings of fastigium, jjroximal antennal 
joint and infra-antennal areas blackish: eyes cinna¬ 
mon. Pronotum blue black, with bright lemon yellow 
spots as follows: on median line cephalad and caudad, 
on the lateral angle on metazona, on the median por¬ 
tion of lateral lobes cephalad and caudad. Tegmina* 
with the costal portion blue black, the median and 
sutural regions dull glaucous blue. Abdomen, venter, 
and limbs dull lemon yellow, median dorsal portion of 
abdomen and supra-anal plate black: cerci black distad, margin and 
median line of subgenital plate black.
